THE TURKISH DISASTER. 

The Turks are auiTuring from tho effects 
of a false stop in Asi:v Minor. The -with- 
draw.al of their army from yukem-Kaloh, 
Bis weeks ago, was tt; eignal; for the col- 
lapse of the CiroaasiaQ rebellion; ^nd tho 
Eusaians, finding their oommunioationB 
no longer threatened, have been since 
free to turn their undivided attention to 
Mukhtar Pasha's forces, bssides being en- 
abled to bring into the field 40,000 f rosli 
troops to iufliflt a serious defeat. Should 
the EiiBsians move promptly aiulcnergot- 
ioally, and should tlio weather coutiuuo 
good, considerable progress towards Er- 
zeroum may be made during tho next 
fortnight. Erzoroum is distant 120 miles 
duo west of Kara and is a city of consider- 
able importance. It is the coiitro of a 
large trade, its vicinity being fertile. 
Strategically considered its position is 
also important, and it may -well be term- 
ed the key to Armenia. Once in tin.' 
hands of thie Eussians it would prove a 
difficult task to shut the back door of 
Constantinople. Oiiv exclusive dispatehos 
inform ua that 40,000 Russians remain be- 
hind to watch Mukhtar Pasha and besiege 
Ears. From this mamvuvro- wo infer tluU 
the tactics pursued iu the Jnno e:unp;iign 
will bo piiraued now. After dol'eating tho 
Turks in front of Kurs in Juno and cap- 
turing 17,000 men, tho ixUKsians i)nshe(l 
on towards Erzeroum. They won suc- 
cesses , everywhere until they arrived 
within SO miles of Erzeroum, when 
they were met by Mukhtar Pasha 
and dofoatod. The Eussiaus retreated 
towards their own torritury, and have 
been beaten iu every engagenuMit until 
the one that has just enJed so disastrously 
for Turkish arms. How far 1 hoy will be 
allowed to advance before meeting a hos- 
tile army, well officered, and equipped, 
will depend on the number qf men and 
tho quantity of war material conecntrated 
at Erzoroum. Already wo liear f)f huue 
reinforcements hurrying towards E;/. 
erouni; but it is an instance of loi^king the 
stable door after the horse Ir.isbeen stuh u. 
"Why were these reiuforcemouts withheld 
when Mukhtar stood in need of them ? 
When it was known that theEiissians had 
been reinforced by -10,000 fresh troops, 
tho Turks withdrew from a splendid stra- 
tegical position at Hukcm Kaioh. Al- 
though tho Russians have met with a de- 
cided success and have shut Muklitar'.s 
army up iu Kars, it by no means follows 
that they will have a dress promenade to 
Erzeroum. An army will be thrown 
across their path in tho Armenian table- 
lands, and a successful sortie from Kars 
might release thotroopsuow held therein.

Scorces.of Turkish Streagth. 

If, roinafks tho Timc!<, the war should 
nut be finished this year, there will be a 
contest of eiduranco as well as valour 
Much surprise has already been caused 
by the fact that Turkey seems to be so 
little crii>pled ])y the wants of funds 
Besides payiug for arms and ammunition 
in ready money, (she feeds gre;)t armies 
Avitliout apijarent diifionlty, • Itis confess, 
ed by only a very partial explanation of 
her uueiiiected reaources whieh is given 
by our Tlii'rapla correspondent when ha 
says that fifty percent, has been deducted 
from tlio salaries of uU tho public fuuo 
tiiuuuies — a loss which they make good, 
of com so, by tho irregular methods of the 
Turkish service. Another and a much 
more important saving is efleoted by the 
simple method of giving the army no pay, 
and a welcome advance was recently made 
by tho Ottoman Bana. , Meanwhile the 
nrdinary ijrodiicts of taxation are used to 
laoe' '.ho more jire'ssiiig ospenaes. Over 
imd above all these circumstances is the 
fact that Turkey can carry on war more 
cheaply than any European power. Drawn 
from a simple and frugal peasantry, the 
soldiers can nv(i uu food wliicli can 
scait/ely keep En;ilish trooim abova tlio 
limit of starvation. Partially also they 
call siijiply tlieir wants without troubling 
tlieiuKulves by nice incpiirios as to the 
l ights of uon combatants, But the chief 
ilefensive strength of Turkey lies in its 
freedom from a complex :'ivilization. It 
is iiilliciilt to ruin a country which has 
little coniuierc(<, no mauiifacture."), a 
jniniitivo system of agrieultuee, and a 
riidi soil. Ruin, iu the western sense of 
) lio word, impiiesa degree of advancement 
^vlllch has no existence in Turkey, Bus 
ida cannot aflford to be so reckless ns a 
eoinitry which has little to lose, and yet 
kIio must disregard that conseipiouco of 
liur [lositiou if she would light a secoiu 
eampaii,'!!. 

The same joiirmd says of Osmuu Pasha 
— The defeuco of Plevna by Osmau Paalia 
has stam]jed tliat Goneral'a name high on 
tho scroll of military fame. l4is percep- 
liiui of this valuo of the position, the 
energy and rapidity with v;l;;L'h he con- 
verted au opeu town into a formidablo 
ioi'ii'ess,the coolness and courage with 
which ho has resisted a long bombard- 
oieiil and a desiieratd assault, and his just 
appreciiit ion of t lie exiiet niomeiit at which 
to abandon the defensive and deliver au 
attack, establish him as a commander of 
no ordinary capacity.

Sevenfy-PiTe Houses Bamed; 



(Exclusive Dispatch to the Colonist.) 

Sx. John, N.B., Oot.-20.— A flro started 
in Main' street, Portland, tho most ijopn- 
lous suburb of St. John, this morniug, 
and in ashorttimoa number of dwellings 
aud stores wore consumed. St. Jolin was 
called upon for assistanoo, which was 
promptly givou. At 5 o'clocli tho burnt 
district extended from. Arcadiade to Fort- 
land street, along Chaso street to Arcadia, 
and thence to Main street. Both sides of 
Chappie street wore laid in ruins. 

Two hundred and thirty wooden houses 
were burucd. There was only ono brick 
bouse in tho whoJo district. Over 2,000 
people wcro burnt out, 700 of whom woro 
sufferers by the great hre on the 20th of 
Juno. The loss is fully 300,000; insur- 
ance about 880,000. The foundation of a 
safo gave way while men wore working in . 
the ruins, burying half a dozen boys and 
men. One hoy, Ale.'c. Gill, and another 
one was fatally injured, and all seriously 
hurt. A gang of men are continually on- 
gaged in searching for the missing. 

LATEP.. 

The lire burned itself out about 9 o'- 
clock. Nearly }75 houses wore destroyed 
ond one man'bumed to death. Several 
men and women wore injured. Drunken- 
ness and rowdyism wcro rampart during 
tho progress of tho flames'. The Town 
Council is taking measures to roliovo tho 
sufferers. The tiro is supposed to have 
been incendiary, a previous attempt hav- 
ing beeamade to burn the bnildiog in 
which the flames were first discovered. 
Loss is estimated at !3'200,000. Many of the 
homeless were sufferers by tho St. John 
fire. Scenes during the progress of tho lire 
are not soon to be forgotton. Thousands 
of people gathered upon Fort Howe look- 
ing down on the mass of flames. People 
who were more interested in the fire rush- 
ed through the streets almost frantio. 
Sick women wore carried from the burn- 
ing dwellings. Mothers were slow to be- 
lieve their ohildrea were all right and made 
elTorts to get into dangerous plaoes whero 
they thought the little ones were ko])t, 
A great miinjrpersons were busy in pre- 
. venting them from losing their lives. 
Shortly after 4 o'clock the wind grew 
stronger, carrying large showers of sparks 
and adding to the grandeur aud' danger.

Jim Welch, 
worliing the lowest claim on Dcase Creek, 
has good pi osiiccts. On Thibert Creek 
tho liili comijauios havo taken out a great 
deal of gold.

Vienna, Oct. 19 — It is announced from 
Varna that Princo Hassan threatens to 
withdraw the Egyptians in eouse(|uenco 
of their ignominious relegation to garri- 
son duty. It is calculated that within tho 
last live or six weeks the Russians in Asia 
have received about 40,000 fresh troops. 
Tho Turkish force opposed to them on 
Monday is estimated at 30,000, which is 
probably correct. 

TiFLis, Oct. 19— A column has been 
Bent southward to keep the road from 
Kars to Erzoronm. Large reinforcements 
loft last night to join Mukhtar Pasha. It 
is also stated that reinforcements havo 
started from Batoum. 

London, Oct. 20— Tho Russian prompt- 
ness in besieging Kars iiidieatos that they 
hope to achieve such further success as 
must vastly improve tho Russian position 
in any negotiations for peace during tho 
coming winter. The key to Armenia is 
again apparently within the grasp of the 
Czor's forces who, a few months ago, after 
their victory at Kvrakdoro near tlie lield 
recently won, wore turned back from a 
triumphant march from Erzeroum only by 
tho Circassian insurrection wiihin their 
rear. That danger beinig no longer pre- 
sent the Armenian campaign now bids 
fair to finally result in the complete over- 
throw of the Turks, nnd give ihoir foe a 
hold upon the territory from which dijdo- 
miic) will not easily dislodge them. The 
Russians havo before Kars 70,000 men. 
Mukhtar Pasha's army at tlio time of the 
battle did not comprise moro than -10,000; 
among these were 14: battalions drawn 
from tho garrison of Kars. The Ottoman 
lield army lost at least one-third of its 
strength in killed, wounded and captured. 
A few battalions remain available to re- 
tire upon Ezoroum aud unite with the 
troops of K.,rd Ismael Pasha and those 
from Pirouek to form the nucleus of the 
now army for the relief of Kars. The 
Grand Duke can safely leave 10,000 mon 
in front of Kars and with tho remainder 
press forward towards Erzeroum. 

Rnsaiaii bulletins from I'levna say that 
siego operations are progressing. The fire 
is concentrated upon one point and ap- 
pears to havo considerable effect. 

Suleiman Pasha is concentrating nu the 
Lom in front of llio Czarow.t.'h's left 
wing with the intention of attacking as 
soon as tho weath.'r permits. 

Lii.NDo.v, Oct. 20— Osman I'asha tolo 
graphs that the enemy attacked his posi- 
tion on tho right wing on Friday, nnd 
wore repulsed. This was probably a feint 
to draw Osman's attention from Grivit/.a, 
as a Bucharest semi-ollicial paper, the 
Runtuirent, announces that the Roumani- 
ans thrice heroically attacked the second 
Orivitza redoubt but wero repulsed. De- 
tails aro wanting.
